A Question of Indomiity. 

Viceroy Chou Fu has writtona | 
tho. British Consul General of Shanghat 
roplying 10 the claims for indemnity made 
by the British Consu! Genoral, says the 
Shanghai Meretry. ‘ ; 

In that lotter the Viceroy strongly donies 
tho allegation that the rioters camo from 
Pootung via tho Franch concession and for 
his usrurtion the Viceroy saya thera is 
written ovidence, Tho Vicoroy strongly 
“maintains his -viewa alroady axprossed, 
namoly, that the only authority who st. 
tenda te the protection of the sattlemen 
is tho Municipal Gouneil, and all the Chis 
nose who live in tho settlement simply 
rely on the protection of the Mupicipal 
Council. Tha peoplo who auffored moat 
by tha riot were tho Obineso-residents, 
Bix of the Chinase ridtera who were wounds 


od ‘and died are the only people for whom 
no relief is needed. but tho twelve ofherg 
who died wers quite innocont and 
over 3? Chinesa who auffered luas and 
damagy «bould bs properly relieved 
and have the right to claim indemnity, 
However aa the Vicoroy wan afraid af caus. 
ing further indignation he did not try to da 
anything until avers thing became quiet. 

Tho matter of do-ling with Vico Consul 
‘Twyman and two foreign constables had 
been duly decided by the Waiwupu and the 
British Minister but nothing bod bean dana 
even yot. And now the British Consul, 
General sceka for an indemnity to be paid 
by China to foreign merchants, but as the 
Shanghai Tactai is not allowed tu send in 
his own croops inta the aettloment in order 
to auppresa tho rioters China haa, no} 
occasion to pay on indemnity. Therefore 
it is neceesary to settle the matter speedily” 
between tho Waiwupu snd. the. British 
Minister nt Peking, Tho Viceroy con- 
oludes by saying that Taotai Lo Chung-yao 
has beon ordered to Paking torxplain the 
matter persunaily, ete.
